What Girl Scouts learn in the- 
ory they put into practice for 24 
hours a day when they attend 
summer camp. 

Camp Conifer, the well equipped 
camp in the San Bernardino 
mountains, maintained by the 
Chaffey district Girl Scout organ- 
ization is open for two ten-day 
camp periods each summer. 

For instance, democracy igs one 
of the aims of the Girl Scout or- 
ganization. At camp, some chil- 
dren whose parents cannot afford 
camp, are given camperships. 

No one knows which children 
are campership children. The 
child is judged and accepted pure- 
ly on her own qualities and abili-. 
ties, 

Camp has been the means, local 
leaders say, of developing talents 
and leadership which the girls 
themselves did not know they pos- 
Sessed. 

One child at camp last summer, 
a leader recalls, was restless and 
dissatisfied. She found no interest 
in dramatics, craft work or sports. 
However, the leaders sensed that 
patience would be rewarded.

it was found that her little fingers 
could produce miniature figures 
better than those of any child in. 
camp, With this recognition her 
entire outlook changed and she be- 
came a part of the group, rather 
than q “little rebel’. 

Another child, 12 years old, had 
never stayed away from home oy- 
er night before.
